Dr. Verdi is closeted with several of his
diplomatic friends this evening. It issaid
thut be will decline to fight because Harries
is pot his equal, but this will be a thin sub-
terfuge, because Harries is st least equal
with Verdi in famils, reputation and educa-
tion. In France, where the practice for all
the Latin people is regulated, nothing is
more common than a duel between even
iwembers of the best families of the old no-
bitity and journalists, and Verdi canmot,
therefore, elaim immunity on the ground
that a jourpalist is not & gentleman.

The general opinion, however, is that
there is no fight whatever in Verdi, and
that he will never be hesrd of more. Verdi
should have remembered the fate of J. War-
ren Keifer, who,when Speaker of the House
of Representatives, for ianguage sbout re-
porters much milder than that of the Italian
doctor, was disgraced in his office, retired
from Congress and driven forever from
political life.

BLAINE'S LETTER THERE.

DIPLOMATS AT ROME ARE CHARY OF
EXPRESSING VIEWA

The Leading Italian Journals, However, Are
Not in Love With the Docoment—Minls-
ter Porter Has No Inteation of Leaving
the Seene of Action.

Roae, April 17.—The reply of the United
States Secretary of Btate, Mr. Blaine, to the
Marquis di Rudini’s Iast note on the subject
of the New Orleans affiir is the only impor-
tant subject of conversation and newspaper
comment throughout Italy, The full text of
the reply reached this olty to-day. When it
became known that the reply had reached
here the Marquis di Badini, the United
States Minister, Hon. A. G. Porter, and
other persons holding positions which
wonld enuble them to express valuable opin-
ious on the New Orleans dispute were be-
sicged with interviewers, The substance
of the opinions which the gentlemen re-
ferred to were able to express is that the
controversy is in course of adjustment, and
that, so far se future negotistions are con-
cerned, the diplomats will seek chiefly to
establizh and mointain the correct construe-
tion of the warious points of ivternational
law which bear direetly or indirectly npon
the sabject.

The Messagero to-day says that Mr.
Blaine's reply to the Marquis di RBudini's
Iast note evinces the great desire of Mr,
Blaine to elude the demands of the Italian
Government, to escape from indemnifving
the families of the pen lynched ab New Or-
leans, and to refrain from acceding to the
Italian Government's right to intervene in
the New Orleans affair. The Fopole Romano
says that in wview of the temor of Ar.
Blaine's answer it isa difficult to form any
idea as to how or where the matter will end.

Tt is officially denled that there is any
truth in the report sent from Rome to the
Chronicle of Londen that the Hon, A, G.
Porter, United States Minister 1o Italy, ig
upon the point of departing irom Rome on
a three months” leave of absence.

A BAVAGE ATTACK

The Editor of an Itallan-American Nows-
paper Waxes Wroth, '

New Yorg, April 17.—Dr. Laigi Ro-
verso, editor of Il Progresso Italo Ameri-
ecano, writes a long editorial on the note of
Secretary Blaive to the Italian Govern-

ment. It reads in part as follows:

This pota, considered objectively, does not
rive the least satisfantion, and it clearly reveals
a strong disinelination to give any, or to admit
that Itaiy has the right to demand satisfactign
ar reparation of any kind, The note of Mr.
Blaine is stiff, and not couched in the usaal
courteons language of diplomatio forms, It is
almost discourtesus,

Perbiaps we sre wistaken as to the object
that Mr, Blame has fu view; sull it is known,
and well known, that several, if not all the men
massacred, did not fill all the demands in ro-
gard 10 character and past life that the new
Immigration laws of the United Htates exact
We, for our part, think Mr. Blaine’s theories
on the protecfion of aliens in this country are
simply stopelviog In their crude and cynical
aadacity.

A Playfal Joke of Manager Hill Results
Serlonsly for Allen 0. Myers.

CrwcINNATI, April 1T.—Allen O. Myers
was the victim of a very sirange accident
and came near losing his life as the result
ol a litile playfulness on the partof J, AL
Hill, the poted theatrical manager. Mr,
Myers, speaking of the affair, said; T was
standing in the Grand Hotel and had just
finished a glass of soda water, when J. M,
Hill stepped up behind me and playfully
threw his arm about my neck
He gave me the “strangle hold"” and bent
me back intoa chair. I made no resistance
and did not notice anything wrong. We
started up Fourth street, and on reaching
the corper of Plum 1 felt as il the soda
water was making me belch and began
spitting. I felt weak and faint and leaned
against the iron railing for support.

“My companions now became frightened
and Jed me to Dr. Minor’s office, where I
had s vielent hemorrhage, The dootor,
after s careful examination, said that in
bending me back Hill hall torn my larnyx
and injured the bronchial tubes in the
lower part of the lungs, He said that 1
hiad also broken a blood vessel in the neck.”

WRECKED THE CIRCUS.

A HOWLING MOB TURNS ITSELF LOOSE
ON A POOR SHOW.

Everything in Sight Reduced to Ruin and
200 People Burled Under the Canvas—
A Brick EKnocks s Clown Senseless
While Singiog a Song.
BPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIAPATOR.
Evoxvirre, Tuxw,, April 17.—Wush-
bura and Arlington’s cireus and Wild
West show will leave this city off its ronte
in the futore. Itocame Monday for a week's
stand, but has gone. Yesterday afterncon a
large aundience was present. At nighs
another throng packed the teat, which was
poorly lighted and bare of conveniences.
The show opened with the Wild West
performance, which lasted about 25 minutes,
It was b::::n:h e:hlbi‘tli’on and the ,‘aludl-
ence in e acto ling
"Chmuuu,"t"l‘gngs.” “Take l‘.:’m out,"
and similar phrases. As the andi-
ence e more and more excited it
worked ita way into the space reserved for
the show. All attempts to force the crowd
back were fruitless snd several fights re-
sulted. Finally a clown mounted a block
and begsn singing s song. He had sung
one yerse when some one hit him square in
the face with a brick bat. He fell senseless
to the ground and was dragged away by Lis
companions, = .
By this time everything was in an aproar.
Women sereamed und a mad rush for the
exit was made. The police were powerless.
Scores were kuocked down and trampled on.
The mansger of the show got on the bana
stand and attempted to quiet the mob with
a speech, but it was useless, and he,

like the clown, was knocked down.
At this point e mob spirit took
command, Eyeryiing in smght wns

seized and wrecked, The band instruments
were smashed flut and the seats torn down
and broken. Some one cut a rope, and the
big tent came down with a rash, burying
200 or more people in its folds. A rush was |
then made for o dressing room, which was
ulso torn down, leaving the actors and
actresses half dressed in the open air. The
side shows were next attacked and wrecked.
The polics were utterly powerless and could
only look on. Alter wrecking everything
in sight, the crowd went away, and the show
people, aided by the police, pathered their
traps together and lefi on 8 midnight train.
The damage they sustained will amount to
$3,000. SBome 20 people were hurt, none
seriously, however, except the clown, whose
nose is broken and lower jaw fractured,

POWDERLY OPENS UP.

A Bitter Atiack on the New York State
Board of Arbitration.

LiverrooL, April 17.—Notwithstanding
the increased rate of wages ia Eagland at
the present time, the emigration to the
United Btates is larger than if was last
year. This week thousaunds of people salled
for America, The Liverpool Journal of
Commeree is of the opinion that the Me-
Kinley bill is responsible for this inorease,
which, however, it says, is not likely fo be
permanent.

The machinery of many British mills is
being removed bodily to the United States,
but the skill to work it will have to be im-
ported, It is & strange fact that the exports
from Great Britain have not deereased since
the passage of the McKinley bill.

Nearly 1,500 on a Single Vessel

A telegram from Queenstown says that
the Onnard Company has broken the record
by dispatehing from that port the steamer
Cepbalonia, bound for Boston, with 1,440
emigrants, the largest number that bas yet
sailed in a single vessel for America. Ol
these 866 embarked at Liverpool and 584
from Queenstown.

A dispatch from Rome says that 1,200
workmen, together with their families, em-
ployed at the preat woolen mills of Senator
Rossi, at BSchio, 15 miles northwest of
YVicenze, are prepariog to leave in a few
weeks for Amerien, the repeated reductions
in the rate of wages having made it impossi-
ble for them to live in t own couuiry.
Six hundred left Florence on Sunday on
their way to New York.

In conneotion with this enormous emigra-
tion there is greatiuterest taken in the re-
newed talk of anpexation. Mr. A, B.
Moorine, one of the Newfoundland delega-
tion visiting London, and the leader of the
opposition in that colony, on being asked
his views on the present situation replied:
“*Within the lasttwo years, especially with-
in the lust few mnonths, the feeling in favor
of anpexation to the United States has been
growing very rapidly in Newtoundland.,
The wrench of wnrz:g our relstion with

he mother country would be severe, but we

must live, and we canoot live under such

conditions as are now belng 1mposed on us, p
Looking to the United Btates,

“It is the geveral belief in Newfoandlnnd
that France would settle the difficalty with-
out 8 moment’s hesitation, were the Unitea
States and not Great Britain the other
to the controversy. There js not the slightes*

doubt that the United Btates would
gladly take ecare ‘of Newioundiand
Where, then, would Casada be, with

Alasks, Upited Stawes territory, on bher
western  boundary, and Newfoundland,
esnn]ly American lﬂrritoT, on the eastern?
We are, however, still in hopes that British
justice will be dealt out to us."*

BALLET REFORM.

A Eussian Professor's Original Method of
Siwplifying Dancing.

Loxmpox, April 17,—As everything in
this enlightened period is being reduced to
the simplest form of which it is
capable, and developed om scientific lines,
it will perhaps scarcely surprise people to
be told that dancing in its most artistic
form, ss exemplified by the ballet, is to
undergo the fate of thoss things which have
not already been bronght into this scientifie
system, The originator of the idea is Mr.
Stepanoff, a somewhat appropriate name, by
the by, for a ballet dancer, He is one of
the prineipal male members of the ballet in
the Imperial Opera House of St. Peters-
burg, and he elaims that he has invented a
method which will gradaally simplify the
art of doncing. This consists of ceriain
signs, which will be as legible to those swho
have been initinted into the mysteries an the
figures used to signily the naotes in musie.

By means of these symbols the movements
of mimie action, which form no inconsider-
able portion of instruction in the early
dancing by representing emotion in panto-
mime, as well as the steps of the dance
itself, can be exactly indicated, and thas a
student of the art of the poetry of motion
can practice by himsell the intrieacies
of his profession, with a certainty that he
will mot have to unlenrn anything when
next he goes to his master to receive instrue-
tions. Mr, Stepanoff has already lectured
on his invention before the Eoole des
Thenaters of the Imperial Theater.

RAVAGES OF THE GRIP.

MANY OF ENGLAND'S RURAL DISTRICTS
BADLY AFFLICTED.

It Is Also Spreading in the Manufacturing
Towns ut sn Alarming Rate—Industries
Paralyzed and School Attendance Greatly
Diminished, .

_ /Y DUNLAT'S OABLE COMPANT.]

Loxpox, April 17,—The grip has again
begun to exeite n grest deal of attention,
not only by reason of the fact that it hasap-
peared in one or two of the conntry distriots,
but because we have been daily inundated
with reports of its ravages in Ameriea, and
even by the publication of the daily death
rate of those cities of the United States in
which the dread disease has appeared. The
Lancet, perhaps the recognized organ of the
medical profession, predicts that there will
be a severe recurrence of influenza in Eng-
land unless we get some warm, sunny weather
to check the course of the disease
which has salready appeared. It must be
coufessed that the weather prophets do not
hold ont any great hope of seeing much of
the day god's presenece, and therefore, ae-
cording to the Lancet, we must make up
our minds that in the coming week at least
this epidemic of inflnenza will extend over
a mnoh wider area,

The ravages of the grip in Yorkshire and
Liocolnshire are becoming daily more seri-
ous, It has broken out at Driffeld, a town
of 8,000 inhabitants, 20 miles from Hull,
where it bas become epidemiec, and at
Hotherham, six miles from Sheffield; at
Sheffield itself, Hull and Leeds it is more
or less prevalent. The denth rate at Shef-
field last week rose to 42.5 against 24.8 the
week before, In one publie institution in
Hull there are a dogen well-marked cases,
In Rotherham and she surrounding district
the influenza is spreading, but there has
been but one death, and, although several
medical men are reported as attacked, the
disease appeared in very mild form.

Nothing like & panic exists in any of the
loealities named, except at Driffield, where
the loca] industries have been affected and
the attendance at the schools diminished.
At Leeds there are but few coses and the
disease has not become epidemie, but in
Lineolushire, to the south, it is spreading
rapidly. At Horncastle, 18 miles from
Lincoln, there are scores of people stricken
down and also in the surrounding country,
where it is especially fatal,

In the hamlet of Belehiord, only one
laborer could be found able to work, all the
others being ill. At Halford and the im-

rtant seaport of Great Grimsby, on the

mber, the doctors state that they have
never had their hands so full. In the latter
town hundreds of eases are reported.

He says he received complaints that the
children were confined in a room for a week
at a time, on bread and water, by beiog shut
up io a store box and in & vault. He inter-
viewed the Superiutendent, Steward and
Assistant Matrons; investigated as thor-
oughly as pessible, and found the following
fuct to exist: Aonie Blone, a 10, was
confined in a room ¥ morning
till Saturday evening, on bread and water,
and required to stay in the room alone at

The Ex-Chairman on the Constilue
tinnal Convention Scheme.

HE IS AFRAID OF THE CRANKS,

And Does Not Regard the Anstralisn Syse
tem as Perfection,

THE NUMBERING CLAUSE A SAFEGUARD

Ex-Chairman Thomas V. Cooper, Cob
lector of the Port of Philadelphia, srrived
in the city at midmight.

The Constitution
sh ould be amended, but the proper way to
do would be to appoint s legislative come
ﬂl-i‘ou. with the State officers as ex-sfficio
members, to suggest ameadments and sube
mit them to the aext Legislature. If satise
factory to two Legisiatures, they conid thea
be voted upon by the people,”™

“What amendments do you consider nege
essary?"”

““There should be an amendmeat provide
ing bester methods for election coutests. We
now have three. In the case of s member of
the Legislature he can make a sbam sontest
in the courts, causing great expense, and
then appeal 1o the Legislature. In judical
contests, the judges of the three adjoining
districts are the arbiters. The late contest
in Lycoming county lastsd months, and east
thousands of doliare. The Article relative
to the Judiciary should be amended, in the
direction of giving voice to the small couns
ties not now entitled to a separste Judge.
Particularly ought there to be some general
rale by which certain forms of special legis.
lation could be permitted. For instance,
the anthracite conl fields require differeat
legislation from she bituminous regions, bus
it is now forbidden.

A Reduction of Leglslators,

The number of members of the Lower
House should be reduced one-balf. When
thg House had only 100 members, fully two-
thirds of them participated in debate and
framing legislation, Since the membership
has been doubled, # mueh smaller propor-
tion are fitted for the work. The rule is
that the larger the constituency the better
the representative, I would not faver au-
nual sessions. Biennial sessions have
worked well enough. There ought alse to
be & more liberal classification ot counties,
A Constitutionsl Coovention wounld be
unwise, becanse for at least two
years it would brin to the frons
every man with a iobby or eranky
notion, and the result would be
that all these things would find their
vent im  the convention. To wune-
seitle the Commonwealth for two yearsover
agitations these men would cuuse would
paralyze business, sod make sucha feuling
of unrest as would result in very great dam-
age, even if the convention’s work could Le
limited to actua? weeds. No convention
ever met whose members did not think they
were called to revise the entire Constitution.

“There sre grave political reasons why &
convention should not be agitated st this
time, reasons which will commend theme
selves to all who sean the present mjxed
condition of polities in many States. ¢
Kansas had chosen w souvention last fall,
orconld choose one (bis fall, all of the
moueyed and matarial interests of the coun-
try would take alarm, Pennsylvania isia
no such plight as is Kansas, and it is the
part of wisdom to avoid any like condition
of affairs here.

The Secrecy of the Ballot.

“The Knights of Labor in Peansylvanis
l:.nn been induced by their leaders to be-
lieve secrecy is the ouly requisite of the
ballot. They have enunciated this doctrine
in their resolutions, and last fall made a
combination with the Democratic leaders of
Pennsylvania by which they were pledged,
Ao return for their supportof the Deuoe
eratic ticket, s Conatitutional Convention,
the public objest of which should be tha
wiping out of our present ballot numbering
system. This pledge wus a selfish ooe oa
one side and an iguorant oue on the other,
Secrecy is one of the essentinlyof a fair
ballot becaus« it breaks she power of the
trader, of the iutimidator and of him who
would buy votes, all good things in theme
selves. Baut these would be of no use if the
eorrupt election officer is given the largess
freedom to count bailots as be pleases, or
substitute ballots for those already in the
box, without nnaronn bhaving the power to
discover the fraud. BSuch a econdition of
affuirs would be like that planted in New
York City by Bows Tweed, when he secured
the passage of a law to burn the ballots of
that city within 24 hours afier the closing
of the polls, This system was 2 complete
cover lor any form of frund, and for years it:
proved a dead weight on avy reform movess
ment in Naw York,

Not a Complete System.
“The Australian ballot system is in itself

right. But it is not complete unless the .

numbering system nccompauvies it, becanse,
through the Iatier, w2 protect the contesty
which is quite as sacred as the right to vote,
aod which enmbles any citizen to uneartiy
fraud in the count. Therefore, the calling
of a Constitutional Convention upon the
pretense that a seeret ballot is wanted is nog
sensible, and should not be encouraged by
anyone who favors ballot reform.

“If the gentlemen who compose the Ballog
Reform Association of Philadelphia werg
to stand np for their measure and show ite
completeness when allied with the pumber«
ing system, whereby two objects are kept ia
view—a secret ballot und a pure balloi—
they would grestly strengthen themseives
and their measure. They are now in danger
of haviag & game of shuttlecock played
with them, for some of the politicians who
opposs ballot reform se¢e an escape from ik
through the door of a convention, while
others, whose desire for a convention is
stronger than anything else, weaken ballog'
reform by setting the one against the other,
It ballot reform is to be a success this yeas
it must come without a convention, for
when the people give full consideration 1o
the question they will never consent to the
abandonment of the only means they have,
or can ever have, in the discovery aud pune”
ishment of frauds atslections.

Will Not Hurt the Workers.

“The supposition that the Australian bale
lot system will break the foree of the active
workers in politics is erroneons. 1 need not
say that I have the highest regard for this
class of men., They deserve encouragement
in all their work, but they will not be slow
to see that under the Australian system
their activities will be elevated instead of
injored. In brief, their work will simply be
transferred from the carbstone to the fires
side, and every legitimats effort they may
make will be far more certain of succesg
than under the present ‘puil-and-drag” syse
tem aroand the polls.”™
